The delegates presented the appeai-

tersd and not oppressed, built up and 
uot overthrown, und third—to secure 
the reduction of Ihe expenses of the 
Wtate in minimum by dispensing with 
all nuuecesattry officers and employes, 
yenderlug more speedy uud economical 
the collecuoii oi public roveuue, the ex- 
ecutiou of the law uud the general 
.administration of justice.
